Von Braun Says He Would 
Not Have Worked for Nazis

WASHINGTON,, D. C. (P-O) 
— Wernher von Braun, U. &. 
rocket expert, told The POST 
ang OPINION here that had he 
known about the Hitler atrocities 
he would not have worked for 
the German government. 


IN THE CONFERENCE room 
of the White House last week, 
in the presence of ranking cabi- 
net members and other VIPs. 
President Eisenhower presented 
the President’s Award for Dis- 
tinguished Federal Service to the 
scientist who had received the. 
Knight Cross of Civilian Merit 
from Hitler in 1943. The old 
award was for his “brilliant” 
work on the V-2 rockets with 
which Hitler hoped to conquer 
the “decadent democracies,” 
principally the Uniteg States and 
Great Britain. 

Asked what he had done with 
the Knight’s Cross given him hy 
Hitler, Von Braun told The POST 
and OPINION: “Why, I keep 
it in my desk at home (“home” 
to Von Braun for the past eight 
years has been Huntsville, Ala.) 
with other mementos.” 


WOULD HE COMMENT on 
reports of resurging anti-Semit- 
ism in parts of West Germany? 

Von Braun declared: “I think 
it should not be taken too se 
riously. I don’t think this (the 
reports on anti-Semitism) rep 
resents the general German 
thinking. I think these things 
(he seemed reluctant to say the 
word anti-Semitism) are taken 
by the vast majority of Ger- 
man people in disgust. I hon- 
estly believe in this whole area 
the average German feels a sense 
of deep shame. I was in Ger- 
many a year ago and this is 
what I felt was the reaction 
when the subject was discussed.” 


DID VON BRAUN know of 
the atrocities perpetrated upon 
Germany’s Jews when he Was 
doing his scientific work for 
Hitler? 

Von Braun denied knowledge 
of the “details” and said: “We 
knew about it Jike the average 
Russian may hear about Siberia 
today. If we inquired, it ws 
denied. I did not know it to the 
extent that you learned the de- 
tails.” 


WOULD HE have left Ger- 
many before Hitler’s defeat by 
the Allies if he had known 
about the treatment of Jews? 

Von Braun’s reply: “I would 
certainly not have done what I 
did for the German govern- 
ment.” 

IN A RECORDING made by 
the USIA in German for beam- 
ing to Germany on the occasion. 
Von Braun credited his achieve- 
ments to the innate genius of 
the German people which ulti- 
mately must be recognized. He 
added that the award was there- 
fore a tribute to Germany and 
the German people.

Council Sessions 
Don’t Stress Dual 
Loyalty Charge 


CHICAGO (P-O) — What 
seemed to be a subdued public 
relations policy, with more care- 
ful attention to statements about 
dual loyalty of U. S. Zionists, 
was the main difference between 
the annual conference of the 
American Council for Judaism 
here this week and previous con- 
ventions. 


THE COUNCIL, which finds it- 
self opposed to practically the 
entire organized U. S. Jewish 
community on the issue of Zion- 
ism, found another issue on which 
it takes exception to the activities 
of the national Jewish organiza- 
tions. Clarence Coleman, who was 
re-elected president, told the con- 
ference that Jews should act 
through general agencies instead 
of through specific Jewish bodies 
in the case of the school integra- 
uon problem, 

Rabbi Elmer Berger, executive 
vice-president of the Council 
sounded the warning that Juda- 
ism in America was imperilled 
not by the freedom it enjoys but 
by “Jewish” nationalist efforts 
to transform it into an instru- 
ment of  self-segregation and 
“ethro-centrism.” 


AT A SESSION dealing with 
the American Jewish communal 
structure, it was reported that 
continuing integration of Jews 
into American life was _ being 
hampered by the growing cen- 
tralization of Jewish organiza- 
tions. 


President Eisenhower, in a 
message, said the Council’s ef- 
forts is to “increase public un- 
derstanding of Traditional Amer- 
ican policy.” 


THE CHICAGO ZIONISTS, 
through Milton J. Silberman, 
chairman of the Chicago Zion- 
ist Council, issued a_ state- 
ment charging the Council 
with seeking “to cloud the at-

THIS WAS MADE known 
here by the famous evangelist 
in a press conference. 

Graham didn’t say whether he 
would go to Israel this year or 
not. It is a choice between Is- 
rael and Japan, he told reporters 

DR. GRAHAM declined to 
comment on whether the many 
Israelis who have become es- 
tranged from Orthodoxy would 
be particularly receptive to his 
message, 

He went on to describe the 
“wonderful” conversion of New 
York Jews in his campaign at 
Madison Square Garden, 

FOR THE first time he re- 
vealed that “hundreds of Jews” 
came to his huge rallies in 1957 
“to announce their faith in 
Christ.” 

He added that many rabbis at- 
tended the sessions. 

BESIDES HIS campaign in 
Israel, Graham has one planned 
also for Cairo, Egypt. “We 
can’t go to one side without go- 
ing to the other,” he told The 
POST and OPINION. 

The evangelist revealed his 
interest in Jews and Israel dur- 
ing his 1957 New York cam- 
paign when he told The POST 
and OPINION at the time that 
“there will be no peace between 
Israel and her neighbors until 
Israel will occupy all the land 
between the Tigris and Et- 
phrates, as promiseq in the 
Bible” (P-O, June 14, ’57). 


DESCRIBING Jews as_ the 
“chosen people with a glorious 
future,” Dr. Graham said “the 
Messiah” will appear “in the 
near future” when Israelis “find 
themselves in dire straits” and 
“everything looks beyond hope.” 

“TI would be proud to be a 
Jew,” he said. “I have a great 
deal of respect and admiration 
for God’s chosen people. But I 
feel that Jews, along with other 
people, must recognize Christ 
and know that he died for our 
sins.” 

DR. GRAHAM also said at 
that time he was enthusiasti- 
cally interested in going to Is- 
rael. “I have never been there 
T would love to see Israel,” he 
said. 

During the Madison Square 
Garden rallies Jews converted 
to Christianity were serving as 
counselors to persuade other 
Jews into the Christian fold 
(June 7, 1957). 


AMONG THE more active 
Crusaders was Harvey Scharf- 
man of Manhattan, who became 
a Christian in 1948. 

Scharfman said that he never 
forgets his Jewish heritage and 
is proud of it.

No one 
hid it as something to be ashamed 


of. It had government status and 
was a movement among students, 


professors and intellectuals in the 
universities. 

“But here, America blushes 
when anti-Semitism rears its ugly 
head or when bombings take 
place. The image of America does 
not include anti-Semitism.” 

DESPITE THAT, Dr. Prinz 
pointed out, we have “social anti- 
| Semitism” in this country, with 
hotels and resorts barring Jews, 
In Europe, though there was of- 
ficial anti-Semitism, it didn’t 
manifest itself in this area.

NEW YORK (P-O) — Two of 
three Reform rabbis approved 
the glass-breaking ceremony at 
weddings as one that can still 
have meaning for Reform Jews 
in a series of three articles in 
American Judaism (Reform). 

LONE DISSENTER was Rabbi 
Albert S. Goldstein, who de- 
clareq the practice “vulgar” and 
comparable to idolatry. 

Support for the glass-break- 
ing ceremony came from Rabbi 
Albert A. Goldman of Cincin- 
nati’s Isaac M. Wise Temple 
and Rabbi Samson H.. Levey, 
who serves Temple Beth Torah 
of San Fernando Valley, Pacoi- 
ma, Cal. 

“LET US RESTORE this cus- 
tom and give it a modern defini- 
tion, Rabbi Goldman declared. 
“We used to break the glass to 
remind us of one temple. Let 
us break it now to remind us of 
the hundreds of synagogues 
which the Nazis destroyed.” 

Rabbi Samson H. Levey also 
defended the glass - breaking, 
sharply rejecting objections that 


_ the ceremony is of superstitious 


origin. 

RABBI LEVEY declared that 
if Jews are to throw out the 
glass-breaking because of _ its 
superstitious origin, they might 
as well throw out the ring, wine 
candles, priestly benediction, and 
the wedding ceremony itself. 
“not to mention circumcision, 
the Kaddish and God.” 

“All of these, at some time or 
another in the long, evolving 
history of Judaism, ha@ some 
superstitionus or unseemly ideas 
associated with them,” he ex- 
plained. 

Declaring that the “true 
ing” of a ceremony “lies 
the crude ideas through which 
it passed in the course of its 
development, but in the beauty 
of sentiment and the sincerity 
ef purpose with which the bride 
and groom endow it,” the rabbi 
noted that the glass - breaking 
“has been reinterpreted as the 
symbol of fidelity and undying 
devotion between the two part- 
ners in marriage, like the break- 
ing of the glass used in toasting 
a sovereign.” 

RABBI GOLDSTEIN, of Tem- 
ple Ohabei Shalom in Brook- 
line, Mass., ‘took vigorous ex- 
ception to Rabbi Goldman’s sup- 
port of glass-breaking. 

He charged that “the coupling 
of this vulgar practice with the 
most awful disaster of our day 
is blasphemy, for which the 
editor and author owe their 
readers an abject apology.” 

THE RABBI, who said Rabbi

Goldman’s article had caused 
him “nausea,” declared that 
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glass - shattering at weddings 
was of superstitious origin and 
comparable to idolatry. 


Challenging Rabbi Goldman’s 
statement that the ceremny can- 
not be “so easily tossed out,” 
the rabbi asked: “Is it easy to 
rid the world of cancer or ve- 
nereal disease? Yet so far, at 
least, no sane person has ever 
suggested that we ought to en- 
courage them because they are 
not easy to get rid of.” 


“YOU JUST DON’T commem- 
orate the most calamitous event 
in all Jewish history by ap- 
platse and by shouting ‘Mazal 
Tov,’” the rabbi declared, re- 
ferring to the destruction of the 
temple. “No modern wedding 
guest is ever sobered up when 





the groom tramples on a worn- 
out flash bulb that has been 
wrapped in a paper napkin, the 
universal contemporary prac- 
tice.” 

“No matter what the ‘explan- 
ation’ offered for the practice 
by the officiating rabbi, no sol- 
emn, religious or contemplative 
mood is ever induced by this un- 
couth gesture. Quite the con- 
trary. It is almost invariably 
the signal for a general outbreak 
of hand-clapping, not _ infra- 
quently supplemented by foot- 
stamping. 

“INTERSPERSED with the 
cries of Mazal Tov, there is 
often heard such ribald advice 
to the groom as ‘break it the 
first time, fellow . . . show her 
you’re a real man.’”

The Beryozka Russian Dance 
Co. will conclude its first Amer- 
ican tour with performances 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day at the New York City center. 

This is as good a time as any 
to reappraise their work. 

The Beryozka (“birch tree” in 
Russian) has 43 women of 
healthy good looks and five male 
accordion players. 

Coming so soon after the visit 
of last season’s Moiseyev Dance 
Co., comparison is inevitable, and 
during the Beryozka’s first en- 
gagement here audiences made it. 

Still spellbound by the stupen- 
dous excitement and phenomenal 
technique of the Moiseyev danc- 
ers, customers found S. Hurok’s 
latest attraction from the Soviet 
precious and girlish. 


THEY DID not regard with 
sustained delight the feminine 
cries and coos issuing from the 
stage with mechanical precision 
throughout the evening, nor did 
the occasional interpolation into 
the dancing of one of the accor- 
dionists entirely compensate for 
the feeling of incompleteness left 
by an absence of male dancers.

This is sad for the average 
theatergoer, for it means he is 
unwilling to bring to the theatre 
what he wants to get out of it.

If you think you are in- 
terested in the vocation of a 
rabbi or a Jewish educator, 
you'll have hundreds of open- 
ings waiting for you when 
you graduate. 

The rabbi ang educator play 
major roles in Jewish com- 
munal life. One cannot con- 
ceive of a modern synagogue 
functioning adequately without 
the services of these profes- 
sionals. 

NEVERTHELESS, there is a 
serious shortage of qualified 
personnel, which threatens the 
Jewish future. The demand 
and the opportunities are great. 

What is required to become a 

rabbi? What are his_ typical 
duties? 
‘THE RABBI leads _ services 
and preaches sermons, attends 
synagogue meetings and com- 
munity affairs, ‘is involved in 
educational activities, performs 
weddings and funerals, visits 
the sick ang bereaved, counse!s 
the troubled and performs many 
other functions. 

He also represents the Jews 
in the general community. 

HE IS THE key man in the 
synagogue organization. 

But his job extends far be- 
yond the confines of congrega- 
tional activity. It’s his task to 
make Judaism a vital factor in 
the life of the Jews in the com- 
munity. In addition to serving 
the Jewish people, the rabbi is 
concerned with the welfare of 
the whole community. 

THE EXTENT of his success 
will depend on his own abilities 
and personality as well as the 
environment. 

A rabbi should be well-read 
and must find time to prepare 
addresses. 

RABBIS’ SALARIES start at 
around $6,000 to $&,000 and after 
10 years, salaries range between 
$9,000 and $13,000. Rabbis of 
well-established congregations in 
large cities earn $15,000 and up. 
Frequently they enjoy rent-free 
homes, cars and other perquis- 
ites. . Many enjoy life-time con- 
tracts and a growing number 
are Covered by pension systems. 

Despite the prestige and the 
emoluments which the modern 
rabbi enjoys, the demands on 
him from every quarter put him 
under a great strain. 

HIS WIFE must live up to 


high expectations Week ends 
are seldom his cwn. He must 
be very tactful, particularly 


with influential members. He is 
expected to engage in member- 
ship and fund-raising drives and 


Similar endeavors. 
If you are considering the 
rabbinate, you might well dis- 


cuss your interests with rabbis 
you know. 

YOU SHOULD possess above- 
average intelligence, an engag- 
ing personality, good physical 
and emotional health, a pleas- 
ing appearance and good speech. 
Of course, you should be moti- 
vated by a strong desire to 
serve the Jewish community. 

While at college, concentrate 
on the liberal arts, especially 
history, philosophy, psychology 


and other .social sciences. Your 





participation in Jewish activities 
in and out of school will help to 
prepare you for leadership later. 


THE KNOWLEDGE of He- 
brew and other Jewish subjects 
is necessary. If your back- 
ground is deficient, take all the 
Hebrew ang Judaica courses 
available. 

The entrance requirements of 
rabbinical schools vary. Write 
immediately to the institution of 
your choice for the current 
bulletin. 


THE RABBINICAL §semin- 
aries teach Bible, Talmud, his- 
tory, theology, philosophy, pub- 
lic speaking, homiletics and 
other subjects. There is greater 
emphasis on Talmud and Codes 
in Orthodox schools. 

Without the services of the 
Jewish educator,~> Jewish life 
would languish. Without teach- 
ers, Jewish youth would be 
ignorant of the fundamentals of 
Judaism. 


TODAY, most congregations 
operate religious schools as part 
of the synagogue. There is, 
however, a widespread shortage 
of qualified teaching and super- 
visory personnel. This means 
you can look forward to a prom- 
ising, satisfying career upon 
completion of your training. 

Women, too, are desperately 
needed. 


TO QUALIFY as a teacher. 
you should love Judaism, have 
an affection for children and a 
capacity to cope with them. 

There are a number of advan- 
tages to becoming a Jewish ed- 
ucator: 

@ There is an abundance of pos- 
itions, especially in outlying 
areas. 

® If you prefer to relocate, your 
prospects of employment in 
whatever community you 
choose, are good. 

® Teachers are usually engaged 
for 15 hours a week and re- 
quire only a few additional 
hours for preparatory and 
administrative work. 

® Salaries ang working condi- 
tions are steadily improving. 
Tenure and pension gains have 
been made in the past year.

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NUMEROUS STUDY PROGRAM IN ISRAEL 
AIMED SPECIFICALLY AT U.S. 


By PAUL FREIREICH 

A number of programs aimed 
specifically at students from the 
United States have been de- 
veloped by schools of higher 
education in Israel. 

Now entering its fifth year, 
for example, is a one-year He. 
brew University program aimed 
at enabling American students 
to savor another culture first 
hand and contributing to a bet- 
ter understanding of American 
ideals and institutions, through 
the students’ presence in Israel. 


WHILE A candidate for the 
program is not required to know 
Hebrew, the committee on ad- 
missions deems previous ac- 
quaintance with the language 
jmportant and advises applicants 
to start learning the language 
beforehand, ang thus coming to 
the school better prepared. 

Once the student is in Israel, 
he follows a plan worked out 
under the direction of a commit- 
tee of the academic council of 
the American Friends of the He- 
brew University and its chair- 
man, Prof. Oscar I. Janowsky 
of City College of New York. 


THE FIRST four months are 
devoted to intensive training at 
an ulpan, or special language 
training center. The remaining 
eight months, known as_ the 
“university period,” are devoted 
to academic instruction. 

This year there are some 5,000 
students at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, including more than 100 
Americans, among nationals of 
about 70 countries. 


About two hours from the He- 





brew University, by train, is 
Par-Ilan, locateqg on the out- 
skirts of Tel Aviv. 


A UNIVERSITY patterned 
after schools in the United 
States, Bar-Ilan opened its doors 
in 1955 as a liberal] arts college 
offering four years of study 
leading to bachelor of arts or 
bachelor of science degrees. This 
year, in June, Bar-Ilan will 
graduate 346 students. 

Also, provision has been made 
for several American scholars 
to serve on the faculty for a 
semester or more. 

At present, there are 20 Amer- 
ican high school graduates at 
Bar-Ilan, 13 of them receiving 
scholarship aid. 


STUDENTS considering ap- 
plying’ to Bar-Ilan should be 
able to read and speak Hebrew 
well and holq high school rec- 
ords in which their average 
grades are not below 85 per 
cent, the college’s minimum for 
admission. 

The Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary of America is building a 
center in Jerusalem with a resi- 
dence hall which will, when it 
is completed in the fall of 1960, 
accommodate 100 students and 


have facilities for married 
couples. 
CURRENTLY, seminary stu- 


dents go to israel in their third 
or fourth year of study at the 
teachers institute — if they 
choose. The program they fol- 
low there is determined accord- 
ing to individual needs and su- 
pervised by a seminary gradu- 
ate residing in Israel.

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Fall and Rise of Hebrew on Campus

The Hebrew language has deep 
roots in the educational curricu- 
la of American halls of learning. 
Indeed, it was taught extensively 
in the earliest colonial univer- 
sities. 

The popularity of Hebrew in 
early American institutions cf 
higher learning is directly trace- 
able to the fact that the first 
universities in the new world 
were training grounds for the 
ministry. The language of the 
Bible was taught at Yale, Har- 
vard, ang on a host of other 
colonial campuses Mastery cf 
Hebrew was an accomplishment 
sought by intellectuals of the 
time. To this day, the official 
seals of both Yale and Columbia 
contain Hebrew inscriptions. 


WHEN NEW YORK Univer- 
sity was founded in 1831, He- 
brew was One of the major 
curriculum offerings. 

After the Revolutionary War. 
as. emphasis cr _ ministerial 
training decreased and seculac-. 
ization of higher education in- 
creased, Hebrew declined in 
prominence on American cam- 
puses. 

Professional training and 
courses in scienee replaced theo- 
logical studies in importance. 

Throughout the 19th Century, 
the trend continued, ang He- 
brew played a minor role in 
collegiate training. Even so 
when the 20th Century began. 
there were 56 institutions of 


higher learning in the United 
States offering instruction in 
Hebrew. 


THEN, AS THE Jewish com- 
munity grew and as general in- 
terest in Jewish Palestine in 





creased, the teaching of He- 
brew in America expanded. The 
decade 1940-1950 reflected these 
developments. Hebrew _ was 
taught during those years as 
either a classical or a modern 
language in 206 or one-fifth of 
all institutions of higher learn- 
ing. 

In 1940, only 11 institutions 
were teaching modern Hebrew: 
Boston University, Brooklyn 
College, Buffalo University, Co- 
lumbia University, Dropsie Col- 
lege, University of Missouri, 
New York University, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, Plainfield 
Presbyterian Theological Semi- 
nary, Smith College, and Ye- 
shiva College. By 1950, this 
number had increased to 38. 


IN RECENT YEARS, the 
trend to teaching Hebrew as a 
living tongue rather than as @ 
classical language for Biblical 
research has continued. Mod- 
ern Hebrew also has been of- 
fered as a language in high 
schools, and more and more col- 
leges and universities are en- 
larging the scope of their He- 
brew curricula. Opportunities 
for studying and teaching He- 
brew in the United States are 
at an all-time high. 


A poll of American cam- 
puses in 1958 revealed that 
Hebrew was offered as a 


biblical or modern tongue in 
245 institutions. They break 
down to 61 colleges, 72 uni- 
versities, and 112 seminaries. 
In addition, 49 of the schools 
said they also teach Hebrew 
culture, and 28 introduced 
Hebrew since 1948. 


THE HEBREW courses taught 
on American campuses today in- 
ciude elementary, intermediate, 





and advanced language, current 
Hebrew poetry, modern Hebrew 
literature, and Hebrew civiliza- 
tion. The latter deals with 
Jewish philosophy. Jewish mysti- 
cism, cultural contributions of 
the Jewish people, history of 
Jewish people, land of the Bible 
and the contemporary Jewish- 
American scene, 

Harvard and Columbia have, 
for many years, endowed profes- 
sorships in various aspects of 
Jewish learning. There are pro- 
grams at Cornell University, 
Wayne State University, and the 
University of Wisconsin which 
have been instituted by Jewish 
agencies. 


NEW YORK University has 
pioneered in the field of modern 
Hebrew since 1934. Its depart- 
ment of Hebrew culture and ed- 
ucation offers an elaborate pro- 
gram of 25 courses, all accredit- 
ed for bachelor’s, master’s and 
doctoral degrees. The univer- 
sity’s school of education is the 
only teachers’ college in the na- 
tion under non-Jewish auspices 
which offers such a comprehen- 
sive program. Since 1947, New 
York University has sponsored 
two summer workshops in Is- 
rael, one for professors of He- 
brew and Biblical studies and 
one for students and teachers 

Dropsie College for Hebrew 
and Cognate Learning, a post- 
graduate institution of higher 
learning that was founded in 
1907, has among its extensive 
offerings in Hebrew and He- 
brew civilization an institute on 
Israel and the Middle East. 


In 1958, Hebrew courses 
were studied by 14,000 stu- 
dents on American campuses.

Modern Hebrew 
has become so important that 
whereas it was recognized for 
college entrance credits by 
less than 1 per cent of the 
colleges in 1935, by 1950 only 
16 per cent of 1,025 institu- 
tions polled failed to recognize 
it.

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THIS JUNGLE 


The visit of the American Jewish Committee delega- 
tion with Mikoyan has raised again the question of who 
represents American Jewry. 


EDITORIAL writers have pointed out that the Com- 
mittee delegation merely provided Mikoyan with a sound- 
ing board, while not putting up to him in a trenchant way 
the real needs as far as Russian Jewry today is concerned. 

All this may be true. Certainly it would have been 
preferable for a representative group of American Jews, 
not just one organization, to have had an opportunity 
to press upon Mikoyan the feelings of American and world 
Jewry about the repression of Jewish cultural and re- 
ligious life in the USSR. 


BUT THE facts of American Jewish life are such that 
in the competitive race to get to Mikoyan, the Committee 
won out. 

From last week’s account in The POST and OPINION 
we learn that Philip Klutznick did inquire of the State 
Department of the possibility of an interview with Miko- 
yan. This should indicate that the President’s Conference, 
made up of the presidents of 17 major Jewish organiza- 
tions, was planning to see Mikoyan and got shoved aside, 
for one reason or another. 


IT IS DIFFICULT to blame the Committee for its 
actions, when one recognizes that the American Jewish 
community, from an organizational standpoint, is a jungle, 
with no concern for the rights of others, and relies only 
on the jungle law that might makes right. 

This is nothing new. 


THE ILL-FATED American Jewish Conference sought 
to bring some kind of unification into American Jewish 
life, but the American Jewish Committee withdrew on 
the grounds that it would be majorized on issues involv- 
ing Israel. 

There have been other efforts to achieve even a modi- 
cum of unity, such as in the case of the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory council, which is the civic 
defense arm of the organized national Jewish community. 
But here the Committee has a cohort, the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith, in remaining outside and competing 
vigorously with the established body. 


THE COMMITTEE will yield to the will of the U. S. 
Jewish community only when it is forced to. 

At present it is putting up a strong fight for its posi- 
tion, that no one group should speak in the name of Ameri- 
can or world Jewry. The Committee today is more power- 
ful than it ever was, and may even grow stronger as it 
resists the pressure of organized U. S. Jewish life. 

The one thing the U. S. Jewish community lacks, 
which is the key to the situation, is a means of develop- 
ing Jewish public opinion in the U. S. It can’t be done 
by radio or TV, because there is no such thing as a Jewish 
radio or Jewish TV, and it can’t be done by the press or 
the pulpit. In the case of the former, the press is too 
weak, and in the case of the latter, it is even weaker. 


WHEN EFFORTS to merge the Jewish Institute of 
Religion with the Hebrew Union college were being made, 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise was frank to tell his friends that 
such an eventuality would take place after his death. He 
meant that time would take care of the needs. 

The same thing is true of the split in the U. S. Jewish 
community. 


In time, the position of the U. S. Jewish community 
as a whole will be so clear—even without a powerful 
press or pulpit to create Jewish public opinion—that what- 
ever the wishes of that community are will be registered 
in such clear terms that no national Jewish organization 
can risk disobeying without signing its death warrant. 


Meanwhile all the agencies involved in the Mikoyan 
incident can hasten the time by giving to the Jewish 
public an accurate picture of what did transpire. It is 
entirely possible that the other Jewish organizations were 
all asleep and did not wake up to what might be achieved 
by waiting on Mikoyan until after the Committee had 
scored its “scoop.” 

But if there were unseemly and even unfair tactics 
and pressures, which did rule out the possibility of a truly 
representative body seeing Mikoyan, then we say let the 
facts be known. 
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In this week’s issue you'll see a special 
gction devoted to Jewish education. This is 
our attempt to cover a phase of Jewish activity 
which normally could not be expected to be 
encompassed in our regular news handling. 


WE HAVE A number of other such special 
issues in the works, all edited by Z’ev Kronish, 
and hope they will appear on a regular basis, 
once each month to start with, and more fre- 
quently as the idea is carried forward to ma- 
turity. 

Have you ever noticed that The POST and 
OPINION has yet to carry an article? It pub- 
lishes the news and features stories gathered 
by its own correspondents. It carries regular 
columnists, who are authorities in their speci- 
fic fields. In addition there is the letter-page, 
and then there is the editorial page where 
the official position of The POST and OPIN- 
ION on most matters can be found. 


BUT AS TO articles, there never has been 
a place for them. 

They rightfully belong in any newspaper, 
however. This requires a magazine section for 
which we've had plans in the works for many 
years. We even have outlines of discussions 
of what our magazine will contain and how 
we will approach it so that it will be as effec- 
tive and bright as possible. 


BUT OF COURSE, a magazine requires 
an investment in funds, and this we hope the 
increased advertising The POST and OPINION 
is now carrying will soon support.

dren are taught a vocabulary of a few hun. 
dred Hebrew words which they forget soon 
after bar mitzva. But their needs as adolescentg 
in a non-Jewish environment, Jewish educa 
tion of today does not attempt to meet,

RABBI PEKARSKY adverted to the lack 
of knowledge of Jewish students (on our unj- 
versity campuses) about the Bible, Jewish holi- 
days and other Jewish knowledge.» - 

The episode of the Jewish student in a 
gathering of non-Jews who is asked something 
about his or her religion and finds himself 
unable to discuss it, even at a grammar school 
level, is too well known to be repeated here, 

There are few Jewish children today in 
America who do not go through some form 
of formal Jewish education process. But this 
is not enough. What they learn is as import. 
ant if not more so as attendance at a Jewish 
religious school. 


JEWISH EDUCATION today must pre 
pare the Jewish youngster to live as a Jew 
in the American environment, This means 
there must be well-rounded -curricula which 
take into consideration all the needs—for know: 
ing Hebrew, for understanding of Jewish cus 
toms and ceremonies, for realization of the 
Jewish contribution to our civilization both in 
the realm of religion and culture, and for an 
answer to some of the problems which disturb 
young people today whether Jews or not. 

This is a tall order, but unless we know 
what the aims are, we will have no oppor 
tunity to achieve the goals, 





The Many Faces of the Bible 


(From the Introduction of Rabbi Weinstein’s ‘The Place of Understanding)

One cannot be a part of western civiliza- 


tion without having confronted the Bible. 


No matter how secular the auspices of 
one’s education, the Bible emerges as a source 
book of religious inspiration, moral authority, 
and ethical guidance. It is seen as a rich 

treasury of folk tales and 
legends. It is represented as 
a textbook of every type of 
literary expression. Every 
important western language 
has left some of its root 
forms and original inventions 
in it as a kind of safety valve 
against inevitable changes in 
word meaning and usage. It 
has become so much a part 
Rabbi Weinstein of our intellectual climate 
that one can become aware of the Bible with- 
out ever reading it. One can see it physically, 
red on black, in every hotel room; one can 
read titles derived from the Bible in -book 
covers and on theatre marquees; one can hear 
Bible hymns on the air waves in every tempo 
from indigo blue to hot swing. One can read 
leading texts alternately with the serialized 
signpost wisdom of Burma Shave while speed- 
ing over our neon-wilderness highways. 


STILL, ONE cannot really know the Bible 
until it has become a personal experience. It 


is not enough that each age and each country 
must discover the Bible for itself. Each indi- 
vidual must know it as intimately as he knows 
his own handwriting. And he must rediscover 
it with each reading, as he captures the de- 
light or endures the misery of each day. For 
the Bible is not so much read as it is read 
upon. The words, carved out of a racial ex- 
perience, valid, in the large, for every gener- 
ation, have a way of evoking extended mean- 
ings. They reach out like amoebas to enclave 
the new insight which time and experience 
may have conferred on the reader. 


It was the aim of the traditional Jewish 
education to make the Bible, more particu- 
larly the first five books, sych a personal 
experience for every Jew. The child of three 
or four was introduced to the Hebrew letters 


much as Pavlov introduced his dogs to the 
bell and the bone. 

HONEY CAKES, almonds, and apples at 
companied the learning of each letter so that 
they had a sweet taste in the mouth, The 
recitation of prayers was bound up with rev 
erence and joyfulness. The biblical characters 
became members of the household. In fact 
the Bible was made family history. And when 
the heder child became the yeshiva scholat, 
it was easy for him to accept the fact that 
his mishpaha were world figures; that hi 
zeide’s great, great ... grandfathers we 
founders of the religions of mankind, and thal 
magnificent cathedrals, master sculptors, ant 
world renowned musicians were busied with 
the celebration of the prayers of Moses, thé 
verses of David, and the wisdom of Solomon 

But such speculation was furtive 
grudging. The traditional Jew was firmly col 
vinced that the Bible was his and his alone 
Let the goyim exalt it as they will, he 
the key to its true meaning. That key was i 
no pat formula, in no neat code book. It ¥ 
distilled in a long chain of interpreters, med 
ators, commentators—the oral tradition. F 
was convinced that this oral tradition co 
not be communicated to the uninitiated.

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When Does Man on Moon Observe Shabbat? Orthodox Ask

HAIFA—Man’s obsession with the mysteries of 
outer space goes back to the earliest days of an- 
tiquity. The building of the Tower of Babel, as 
recorded in the Bible, was motivated by the desire 
to peer into heaven, but another motive also is not 
so remote from that which today spurs on the 
scientists of the world, 

“Come, let us build us a city 
and a tower with its top in heav- 
en,” the Bible quotes the ancients. 
“And let us make us a name.” 
They, too, it seems, were con- 
cerned by matters of national pres- 
tige. 

One Jewish legend maintains 
that the men of old realized tney 
could not build till the very heav- 
ens, but they hoped to get high 
enough so that from the topmost turret they could 
perhaps toss a flaming torch into the other world. 

DOES NOT THE fiame-belching rocket which 
rises from the launching tower at Cape Canaveral 
differ only in degree? 

And now, as man stands at the threshhold of 
a possible landing on the moon, the problems of 
life become infinitely more complex. While men of 
science must concern themselves with the presence 
there of oxygen, plant life, bacteria, influence of 
gravity, men of traditional Judaism are concerned 
with matters of ritual, observances, holy command- 
ments, and other matters which are an inseparable 
part of the religious life. 

What problems will face the Orthodox Jew who 
amay be among those reaching the moon? 





Thus it was that some 40 rabbis, all of them 
chaplains in the Israel army and navy, met not 
long ago to consider such matters in the quarters 
of the Officers club, located on most appropriately 
named Stella Maris road, on Mt. Carmel. 

MOVING SPIRIT of the conference was Chief 
Chaplain Shlomo Goren, a man of imagination and 
vision, whose previous exploits have included his 
series of parachute jumps and his blowing of a 
shofar from the summit of Mt. Sinai. 

This conference was no jest. Its purpose was 
to promote serious discussion of the problems creat- 
ed for the Orthodox Jew who leaves the earth, and 
the rabbis agreed that the possibility was not re- 
mote. 

To make certain that they would not flounder 
in unscientific distortions of fact, they invited Prof. 
Nathan Resen, head of the nuclear science depart- 
ment at the Technion, to deliver the opening address. 

Boston-born and M.LT.-educated, Prof. Rosen 
presented his rabbinical auditors with a thorough 
but simple and concise elucidation of concepts of 
space and time as known by modern physics. And 
when he was through, the rabbis proceeded with 
a discussion of their problems in the light of sci- 
entific reality. 

NO DECISIONS were taken; the group did not 
feel itself qualified. The purpose was to study and 
clarify. 

Typical problem: What should the yarmelke- 
wearing residents of the lunar sphere do about the 
traditional blessing of the new moon? The benedic- 
tion is supposed to be recited when the rays of 
the moon cast a strong light—but the moon settlers 
cannot see the light of the moon. 


More serious: When is the Sabbath to be ob- 
served? A single day on the moon is much longer 
than a day on earth; in fact it is equal in time to 
14 earth days. Night is also 14 nights long. 

Chaplain Goren went back to the Bible to offer 
a possible solution. 

In the first chapter of Genesis we are told that 
day and night were created on the first day. The 
sun and moon as “lights in the firmament of the 
heaven to divide the day from the night” were cre- 
ated only on the fourth day. Thus we learn that 
the concepts of day and night must be independent 
of the sun, which was created after them. It would 
be possible, therefore, to declare that after the 
passage of the equivalent of six days of time on 
the moon, Sabbath begins — even though the sun 
would not set for another eight days. 


SIMILAR PROBLEMS arose with regard to 
setting of the dates of holidays. 

In the short moon year, would Yom Kippur 
Decur several times a year? The general feeling 
was that earth standards should continue to prevail, 
and that radio signals should communicate the pro- 
per times and dates to the observant spacemen. 


The head of the Neturei Karta movement, quer- 
ied earlier by an enterprising reporter, placed his 
hehsher on flights into outer space. They do not 
violate any Jewish law. 

When asked by the Jerusalem Post if such rock- 
ets did not trespass on the heavens, which were 
not the domain of man, Rabbi Blau replied with 
a pertinent and penetrating philosophical statement: 
“Heaven is a concept which is unattainable. It re- 
treats as mankind approaches it.”

My 
other six brothers and sisters 
were sent to the various gas 
chambers, and I, too, am a sur- 
vivor of the_ concentration 
camps. 

“How can I listen to a Jewish 
preacher telling me to forgive 
these inhuman creatures? What 
right does he have to forgive? 


Only the martyred 6 million 
have that right, but they are 
deaqd now and must remain 
silent.” 


I TOLD this young man that 
they are not silent. Their last 
words as they were burned alive 
were: “O Almighty God, avenge 
the innocent blood. Give them 
their reward as they deserve.” 
And even God Almighty does not! 
forgive. The illustrious ranbi 
reads these words in his prayer- 
book every-Sabbath, the famous 
“Dirge of the Martyrs,’ clearly 
and emphatically: “Wherefore 
should the heathen say: ‘Where 
is their God?’ Let there be 
known among the nations in our 
sight the rendering of retribu- 
tion for the mar*yrs’ blood which 
has been shed. He forgets not 
the cry of the innocent.” 

If Almighty God cannot for- 
give, then a young rabbi, ton, 
has not the right to preach for- 
giveness. 

We Jews are not preaching 
vengeance. “Vengeance is 
Mine,” saith the Lord. 

The mills of God grind slowly 
—but surely!!

cisions. 


THEREFORE, there is no 
sense in asking Americans to 
help Israelis. The real 


trouble in Israel lies in the dif- 
ference between sports in that 
state and sports in the rest of 
the countries of the world. In 
Israel, party lines dominate 
sports, . . Brawls and fights 
are found in every country, but 
those battles in sports do not 
affect the whole nation. It is 
only in Israel where this hap- 
pens. 





THE MAPAI government is 
to blame for this situation. She 
has failed to offer a_ satisfac- 
tory solution to the problem, 
The solution, however, is ob- 
vious.

12,000 of 40,000 Students 
Attend 130 of 230 Day Schools

NEW YORK (P-O)—Although 
130 of the 230 Jewish day 
schools in the United States and 
Canada (including the 20 in 
Canada) are outside of the New 
York metropolitan area, the 
schools outside of New York 
teach only 12,000 of the 40,000 
day school students. 

This statistic may have been 
brought about by the fact that 
the percentage of growth of day 
schools outside of New York 
now is almost twice that of 
schools in New York. If so, 
success cannot be judged at 
this point. 

Among the schools calling 
themselves day schools are four 
distinct types: 

FIRST is the Yiddish or Hasi- 
dishe type, which usually ac- 
cepts students of one sex only. 

Second is the Hebrew day 
school. Outside of New York 
City the majority of these are 
co-educational, if only to avoid 
the burden of dual schools. 

These schools, also, are in the, 
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main independent of strict con- 
gregational affiliation, and al- 
though most of them use Ivrit 
as the major language of in- 
struction a small number, of 
both this type and the next, 
utilize English for this purpose. 

THIRD is a_ comparatively 
new group of day schools under 
the auspices of the Conservative 
movement. In the main these 
are foundation schools (for the 
lower grades only) organized by 
larger United Synagogue con- 
gregations. 

Fourth are a number of Jew- 
ish national day schools accent- 
uating their particular ideology 
They are pioneered in the main 
by the Labor Zionist movement.
